Washington, D. CL, Nev. 2 b— Along 


Potomac drive, near the river, and a 
from 
the 
W hite 
House, 
was 
laid 
a 
foundation more 
than nine months ago upon which a 
m assive pile 
of 
masonry has been 
erected and is expected to be a fit 
ting memorial to Lincoln. The edifice 
will not be 
complete 
until 
March, 
1918; at least, that is the time limit 
placed by law. The cost of the memo­ 
rial is to be $2,000,000 and it is being 
constructed entirely 
of 
pure white 
Colorado Yule marble. The structure 
is so m assive that its growth from 
day to day’ has hardly been percepti­ 
ble, but now more than a fourth of 
the marble is in place, showing that 
it will be completed within ♦he time 
limit set. 
More 
than 200,000 cubic 
feet of marble will 
be 
used in the 
construction. The ground upon which 
tilts memorial is being built 
was 
at 
one time a swamp, a menace to tilt' 
health of the inhabitants of the Dis­ 
trict. The swamp was filled in sever­ 
al years ago and lins been used as a 
speedway of several miles along the 
Potomac river and the adjacent terri­ 
tory’, a favorite resort for motorists. 
The driveway 
is 
practically’ 
level, 
while Die ground north of it is some­ 
what sloping until 
a 
little 
hill is 
reached, upon 
which 
was 
erected 
Washington monument. 
The ground 
around the 
Lincoln 
memorial 
has 
been terraced until it will be nearly 
the height of the ground at the monu­ 
ment. 
This 
work 
has been almost 
•onipleted. 
Dirt 
has been hauled in, 
not by wagon 
loads 
hut 
by 
train 
loads. 
A temporary’ track has been 
bud in the park, closing 
for 
a time 
everal streets, and dirt was hauled 
from the excavation which was hoi ne: 
made for the new building of the de­ 
partment of commerce. 
It is hoped 
hat before many years a new magni­ 
ficent bridge over 
the 
Potomac will 
bo authorized b.v congress to connect 
'lie city’ with Arlington. This bridge 
s planned to be built near the Lin­ 
coln memorial, just 
near 
enough to 
have it a part of 
the 
artistic plan 
which has been approved by the fine 
'rts commission, under whose direc­ 
tion all recent buildings in the Dis- 
rict have been designed.

There are not many who visit Wash- 
ngton, and for that matter probably 
lot many who reside here, who can 
ealize what a variety of police forces 
we can boast of here. At the head of 
he list comes, of course, the metro­ 
politan police force, which covers the 
most of the city and which does al­ 
most like 
any’ 
other 
police 
force 
Then there is the park police, under 
command of Major Harts, 
which pa­ 
rols all the parks except Rock Creek. 
There is also the capitol police, un 
ler command of the sergeant at arms 
of the senate and house. The public 
buildings are 
provided with watch­ 
men, the most of whom 
have police 
powers, but none 
of 
the buildings 
are guarded by soldiers. 
This fact 
alone 
makes 
Washington 
unique 
among the national 
capitals 
of the 
world. The W hite House 
is the only 
public building which is watched over 
ay the metropolitan police force, and 
°ven there has to share honors and 


responsibilities with the 
secret ser­ 
vice. The metropolitan police force is 


headed by Major Pullman, a former 


newspaper man, which is sufficient to 


say that it 
is 
properly conducted. 
The multiplicity 
of 
police 
forces 
seems to W’ork together without anv 
particular friction, although there are 
times when one 
who 
is looking on 
mi gilt imagine 
that 
better 
results 
might be obtained at a lower cost by 
consolidating all the 
officers of the 
law under one wise head, like that of 
the ex-newspaper man.

“On or about August 3, 1914,” Mr. 
Rand assented, “Karl Buenz received 
orders by •-able from the home office 
in Hamburg, to send ships, laden with 
coal, provisions and supplies, to var- 
ous parts of the Atlantic, there to 
await for a reasonable time the ap­ 
pearance of German men-of-war, to 
which, upon orders from the com­ 
mander, the coal, provisions and sup­ 
plies were to be delivered in such 
quantities as required.

KANSAS CITY COUPLE BURNED TO DEATH 


Mother Passes Her Babe to Safety 
and Then Succumbs to Flames 
— Many Circus Anim als 
Are Cremated. 


Columbus, Ga., Nov. 23—Six persons 


are known to have been killed, three 


of them bullied to death, twelve oth­ 


ers are missing, more than thirty in­ 


jured and a number of wild animals 


cremated as the result of a w reck on 


the Central railroad last afternoon in 


which passenger train No. 2, on the 
way from Columbus to Atlanta, col­ 
lided with the Con Kennedy carnival 
train of twenty-eight cars bound for 
Columbus. 
The bodies of some of the missing 
are thought to be under overturned 
cars of the show train. Twelve of the 
carnival company’s 
cars 
were 
de­ 
stroyed by fire and others still were 
burning last night. 
Two cars contain 
ing trained animals w'ere destroyed, 
killing many of the animals. 
The collision occurred on a straight 
stretch of track, the passenger train 
being en route from Birmingham to 
Macon and the show special from At 
lanta to Phenix City, Ala. 
A misun 
derstanding of orders is said to have 
been responsible. 


Both Engines Demolished. 
Engines of both trains were demol­ 
ished by the impact. 
The passenger 
train carried three steel coaches, all 
of which escaped serious damage. The 
cars of the carnival train, however, 
piled up on the engines and imme­ 
diately caught fire. 
The chief performers of the carni­ 
val company rode in twelve coaches 
which made up the rear of the train, 
and none of them suffered more than 
bruises. 
The most horrible sight 
w'as 
the 
death of Mr. and Mrs. Fred Kempfs, 
of Kansas City. 
Kempfs had invent- 
i ed and showed a “Model City” attrae 
Hon. 
This was folded in a huge au 
tomobile truck and loaded on a flat 
car. 
They lived in the truck, and 
when the smash came they were un 
able to get out. 
While a large crow d watched in hor 
ror, unable 
to 
help 
them 
escape 
Kempfs and his wife were burned to 
death. 
When 
the 
Kempfs flat cai 
caught 
fire, 
volunteers 
by 
scores 
worked desperately to get the impris­ 
oned man and woman to safety. 


Caught in the Car. 
In some way they w'ere caught in 
the car, however, and there was ne 
wray of preventing 
their 
death 
In 
flames. 
With a last desperate effort, 
however, Mrs. Kempfs managed to get 
her baby into her arms and to pass it 
through a small opening in the wreck­ 
age to people on the outside. 
In this 
way the child w*as saved and a few 
minutes later the parents had become 
the prey of the flames. 
William 
Floto, 
of 
Denver, 
pres? 
agent for the show, sent messages to 
Georgia newspapers saying 
that the 
loss woud be at 
least 
six dead and 
twelve missing. He said that the hos­ 
pitals 
at 
Columbus 
were crowded 
with injured, and that the services of 
every physician in that 
town 
were 
required. 
/ 
Six Bodies Extricated. 
At a late hour last night the bodies 
of six victims 
had 
been extricated 
and 
train 
officials 
with 
wrecking 
crews 
aided 
by 
volunteers 
were 
searching for others. 
When the trains smashed 
in some 
way telegraphic communication w'as 
interrupted and one of the trainmen 
had to run back about a mile before 
he was able to get into communica 
tion with Columbus. 
Immediately a wrecking <rew wTas 
secured, a train made 
up 
and 
help 
rushed to the injured people, 
with 
many doctors 
aboard. 
A 
physician 
hunting near the scene of the acci­ 
dent w*as the first, to respond 
When the smash 
came 
the show' 
cars caught fire from the engine. \ ir- 
tually all the exhibits wrere destroyed 
and the animals met 
their death in 
the fire.

FOW L WITH LARGE APPETITE 


May Be Picked Out on Roost at Night 
by Size of Crop— Judge Capacity 
by Shape of Body. 


The hen with a large appetite can 
he picked out on the roost at night by 
the size of the crop. ’Hie capacity of 
a bird may he judged by the shape of 
the body. The jointed ribs allow the 
rear part of the body to expand down­ 
ward, taking on a wedge-shape, as the 
digestive system and reproductive or­ 
gans demand more room. This spread 
may be judged by the distance be­ 
tween the rear end of the breast bone 
and the pelvic bones. 
A b*rd spread 
from heavy production should not be 
confused with one spread from being 
overfat. 
The high producer invariably shows 
what we might term as quality, that is, 
soft, pliable skin over breast bone and 
abdominal cavity. 
The skin of the nonproducer or the 
bird out of condition will have a hard 
leathery or drawn feeling. 
While the shape of the overfat hen 
may indicate capacity, the body ca,ritv 
Is filled with fat rather than organs of 
digestion and production, and the skin 
is lacking in that quality which ap­ 
pears in the hi^h producer.

A GUN FIGHT IN NEW MADRID COUNTY 


Fued Between Landowners and Ten- 
ants Started Over Wages— Vol­ 
leys Are Fired for Hour In 
Rapid Succession. 


Cape Girardeau, Mo., Nov. 24.—Five 
so-called night riders and two private 
detectives were wounded in a pitched 
baltic fought in the center of a marsh 
a mile southwest of Clarkton Monday 
midnight. 
Clarkton is 
in 
Dunklin 
county, but the fight occurred across 
the line in New Madrid county. 
Nine members of the hand of night 
ride rs were captured in an all-day 
chase by bloodhounds and a large 
posse of farmers. 
Virtually every citizen of Clarkton 
and every landowner in the vicinity 
is armed in expectation of another 
attack. 
The night riders compose a secret 
band of tenants and farm laborers, 
who have been waging feud-like war 
for higher wages and 
lower 
food 
prices. 
The feud between tenants and la­ 
borers on one side and landowners 
and merchants on the other has been 
in progress here for several months 
and has 
spread 
throughout 
New 
Madrid county, in Southeast Missouri. 
Six detectives, several of them in 
the employ of the 
Federal 
Secret 
Service, have been camping secretly 
in a shack on a swamp which is part 
of the farm of T. S. Heisserer, land­ 
owner and banker, against whom the 
night-riders have centered their at­ 
tacks. 
The detectives have been gather­ 
ing evidence as to the identity of the 
night-riders, preparatory to 
a 
con­ 
templated raid on their meeting pla^e. 
Monday the hiding place of the de­ 
tectives was discovered by the night­ 
riders, and, although the detectives 
learned several hours 
before 
mid­ 
night they were to he attacked, they 
feared to leave the hut. 
The swamp 
contained may scattered tree stumps, 
each large enough to hide a man. 
Battle Detectives for Hour. 
’rho following store of the battle 
was brought to Clarkton by the de­ 
tectives after daybreak: 
“Shortly aftermidnight about thirty 
men with one accord leaped from be­ 
hind as many stum ps, fired a volley 
at the detectives' shack 
and 
then 
dodged behind the stumps again. 
“These volleys continued for about 
an hour, and about SOO rounds were 
fired on each side. 
The detectives 
replied through improvised portholes 
and counted five fallen night riders. 
“At about 2 o'clock the attacking 
party began to retreat, carrying off 
the wounded. 
The 
detectives 
then 
emerged and a brief pitched battle 
ensued, in which Oscar 'Hull was shot 
in the hand and Frank Dennis in tho 
head. 
Both of these men, detectives, 
will recover 
Nine of the nisht riders 
were captured in our chase today.” 
Other reports say most of the night 
riders were armed 
with 
repeating 
rifles. 
Some had both rifles and re­ 
volvers. 
Detective Dennis was hit a glanc­ 
ing blow by a bullet that ripped open 
the skin from the center of his fore­ 
head four Inches back on his head. 
He is not dangerously hurt. 
The citizens' posse, which was or­ 
ganized in Clarkton, trailed down the 
nine men and arrested them at their 
homes. They were brought to Clark­ 
ton. 
Practically every man in Clarton, 
Campbell and many 
small 
hamlets 
near bv is carrying arms in anticipa­ 
tion of an attempt to 
liberate 
the 
night riders from jail. 
A visit yesterday to the scene of 
the battle in the marsh disclosed the 
fact that the shack in which the de­ 
tectives were intrenched w*as riddled 
with bullet holes. 
A large tincupful 
of spent bullets was collected. 
Night Riders in Retreat. 
Three 
hats, 
punctured 
in 
manv 
places by bullets, 
several revolvers 
and one rifle were left behind by the 
routed night riders. 
A farmer attracted to the scene by 
the firing from his hiding spot viewed 
the battle. 
He 
said that when the 
night riders realized the strength of 
the men inside the house they with­ 
drew in a group. As they began leav­ 
ing the field one 
of 
the attacking 
party called out, 
“For 
God’s sake, 
don’t leave me here. I’m shot. Don’t 
leave me here to die.” His compan­ 
ions dragged him off w ith them. 
The posse late last night w*as still 
W'orking on four trails and more ar­ 
rests are expected soon. The men ar­ 
rested are middle-aged 
farm labor­

Nathaniel 
and

perry Guild. 
On his father’s side he 
was descended from a long and hon­ 
orable* line, his ancestors being promi­ 
nent in I evolutionary affairs. Through 
his mother he was connected with the 
Perry 
family, 
which, 
though 
of 
Quaker origin, has furnished soldiers 
like Commodore O. II. Perry and nu­ 
merous colonels and captains, as well 
as privates. 
Mr. Guild received his early educa­ 
tion in the schools and academ ies of 
Massachusetts, and as a young man 
came to Ohio, where he taught school 
for a while. 
About 1860 he went to 
Peru, Indiana, where he w as engaged 
in the shoe business, and, being burned 
out, he came to Missouri and Kansas 
to look after some land belonging to 
an uncle, and, at the same time, to 
gain new strength of body.

was telling on his health, never good, 
he took an overland tlip to Colorado, 
where he remained for several months, 
being greatly benefited thereby. 
Upon his return, he took up the 
coal interests of what was afterward 
known as the Seullin Coal and Mining 
company, which took him to Moberly, 
Richmond and 
Kansas 
City, 
from 
which last named place he returned 
to Sedalia in 1890 and had continued 
to reside here since. 
Ile was a man of sterling honesty, 
his word being held as good as his 
bond. 
His tastes were quiet, and In* 
had no desire for public life.

Heretofore ne 
serious effort lins been 
made to as­ 
sess the tremendous amount of per­ 
sonal property owned by citizens of 
New' Y ork. The assessors have usu­ 
ally contented 
themselves 
with se­ 
verely taxing real estate and letting 
the personal properly escape. 
This 
practice has gone on until it has ap­ 
parently 
reached 
its 
limit. 
Ileal 
estate in New York 
city 
has borne 
enormous burdens and 
appears not 
to be able to bear any more. At the 
same time the expenses of the great 
metropolis continually mount up. 
The staggering 
cost 
of subways, 
piers and docks and other necessary 
municipal improvements has increas­ 
ed the debt of the city almost to its 
limit and naturally 
added 
to 
the 
interest charge. 
In addition to this 
and even more expensive, is the in 
creasing 
number 
of 
eleemosynary 
functions performed bv the city. The 
number of free things 
in New York 
is steadily increasing, and, o * course. 
their cost must he borne by the tax 
payer. In seeking to find new sources 
of revenue 
the 
tax commissioners 
are going 
after 
personal 
property 
The personal 
assessments 
laid 
by 
this assessment roll amount to over 
$‘1,500,000,000, an 
increase of 
more 
than $3,000,000,000 over the personal 
property assessment for 1915, 
which 
was $340,000,000. 
Tho 
New 
York 
newspapers are printing long lists of 
persons who are assessed at $1,000,- 
000 or more. The highest assessment 
made is $5,000,000, and the select co­ 
terie who have the honor of this pre­ 
eminence includes 
Rockefeller 
and 
Carnegie. 
Already 
tax 
payers are 
seeking legal 
counsel 
and forming 
protective associations in 
the effort 
to escape this new' charge. 
Staggering as the total amount is, 
it is admitted that only a small part 
of the personal wealth of New York 
city has been reached. A very great 
number of very rich 
men, 
who are 
really New 
Yorkers 
and

do 
business there and reside there for a 
few

winter, 
have 
transferred their residences to coun­ 
try places, such as Lenox, Newport, 
Tuexedo, etc. In addition, there are

had he desired to. 
All the fertility 
of the feed he was using was as cer­ 
tainly lost as if the feed had been 
dumped into the ocean. 
I visited an­ 
other man for the purpose of planning 
a hog rotation. The first thing Ii?' 
told me was that he thought he had 
a farm especially adapted 
to 
hog j 
raising because of a 
certain 
wood 
pasture in which there was plenty of j 
fresh water. 
He had 
been 
raising! 
hogs for years, but the fertility of his | 
farm had steadily declined. 
It had 
not occurred to him that all the fer­ 
tility produced by the hogs was lost j 
to his farm just the same as if lie: 
had sold his corn. 
This wood pasture 
was the most expensive bit of land j 
he possessed; it was always receiv­ 
ing and was not capable of producing 
but very little. 
I visited yet another man who was, 
so he said, keeping dairy cows to 
build up the fertility of his soil. Tho 
barn was cleaned out daily by throw­ 
ing the manure through the windows 
on the sides of the barn under the 
eaves. 
The barn stood in a hillside 
and every rain washed out the val­ 
uable constituents of the manure and 
started them to the Gulf of Mexico. 
I believe we 
are 
careless 
with 
manure because we do 
not 
realize 
its value. 
From 70 to 90% of the 
fertilizing value of a crop is left after 
passing through the animal. 
If we consider the amount of ferti­ 
lizer 
as 
nitrogen 
phosphorus 
and 
potassium found in the manure of our 
live stock worth no more than the 
same amount of these 
elements 
as 
sold in commercial 
fertilizers 
we 
find that the value of the manure pro­ 
duced annually 
by 
each 
thousand 
pounds of horse stock to he worth 
$25. 
For each thousand pounds of 
cattle, $32. For each thousand pounds 
of sheep $25, and for each thousand 
pounds of hogs kept, $62. 
If we were to get all these elements 
thus p r o d u c e d , they w o u l d in r e a l i t y 
he worth twice the 
same 
amount 
bought in commercial fertilizer, be­ 
cause of the humus in which tliey 
are found. 
This humus has a me­ 
chanical effect almost or quite equal 
to the 
\ alue of commercial fertiliz- 


er. 
The great trouble is as suggested 
in the beginning of this article, com­ 
paratively 
small 
amounts 
of 
the 
stock manures are saved in the firs, 
place and those that are saved are 
handled in such a way that usually 
one-half of their value is lost. 
Crop gains to the value of $2.50 per 
ton have been secured from well pre­ 
served barnyard manure, but 50% of 
its value is lost by leaching and un­ 
necessary fermentation.

Lavoise Nathaniel Guild, 
born 
in 
Easton, Mass., October 24, 1832, was 
the son of 
Nathaniel and 
Harriet 
Perry Guild. 
On hts father’s side he 
was descended from a long and hon­ 
orable line, his ancestors being promi­ 
nent in revolutionary affairs. Through 
his mother he was connected with the 
Perry 
family, 
which, 
though 
of 
Quaker origin, has furnished soldiers 
like Commodore O. IL Perry and nu­ 
merous colonels and captains, as well 
as privates. 
Mr. Guild received his early educa­ 
tion in the schools and academies of 
Massachust tts, and as a young man 
came to Ohio, where he taught school 
for a while. 
About 1860 he went to 
Peru, Indiana, where he was engaged 
in the shoe business, and, being burned 
out, he came to Missouri and Kansas 
to look after some land belonging to 
an uncle, and, at the same time, to 
gain new strength of body.

store, and later had for a partner the 
late W. S. blackey, to whom he sold 
out, and then engaged in the grocery 
business with Mr.

he took an overland trip to Colorado, 
where he remained for several months, 
boing greatly benefited thereby. 
Upon his return, he took up the 
coal interests of what was afterward 
known as the Seullin Coal and Mining 
company', which took him to Moberly' 
Richmond and 
Kansas 
City, 
from 
which last named place he returned 
to Sedalia in 1890 and had continued 
to reside here since. 
Ile was a man of sterling honesty, 
his word being held as good as his 
bond. 
His tastes were quiet, and he 
had no desire for public life. 
Aboui 
1870 he was asked to run for mayor. 
He refused, and was told they would 
nominate him anyway. His reply was. 
“If you do, I shall leave my business 
and work to defeat the ticket.” 
He was married at Lockport, New 
York, March IO, 1864, to Miss Hannah 
Tuft, and they' celebrated their golden 
anniversary a lit Ie more than a year 
ago.

increase in 
personal asses, merits. 
Heretofore no 
Actious chort Juis been 
made to as­ 
sess I la* iiemendous amount of per­ 
sonal property owned bv citizens of 
New York. I he assessors have usu­ 
ally contented 
themselves 
with se­ 
verely taxing real estate and Jetting 
the personal property escape. 
This 
practice has gone on until it has ap­ 
parently 
reached 
its 
limit. 
Real 
estate in New York 
city 
has borne 
enormous burdens and 
appears not 
to be able to boar any more. At the 
same time the expenses of the great 
metropolis continually mount up. 
The staggering 
cost 
of subways, 
piers and docks and other necessary 
municipal improvements has increas­ 
ed the debt of the city almost to its 
limit and naturally 
added 
to 
the 
interest charge. 
In addition to this 
and even more expensive, is the in­ 
creasing 
number 
of 
eleemosynary 
functions performed by the city. The 
number of free things 
in New' York

was $340,000,000.

newspapers are printing long lists of 
persons who are assessed at $1,000- 
000 or more. The highest assessment 
made Is $5,000,000, and the select co 
teric* who have tile* honor of this pre 
eminence includes 
Rockefeller 
and 
Carnegie. 
Already 
tax 
payers arf 
seeking legnl 
counsel 
and forming 
protective associations in 
the effort 
to escape this new charge. 
Staggering as the total amount is, 
it is admitted that only a small part 
of the personal wealth of New York 
city has been reached. A very great 
number of very rich 
men, 
who are 
really New 
Yorkers 
and 
who 
do 
business there and reside there for a 
few 
months 
in 
the 
winter, 
have 
transferred their residences to coun­ 
try places, such as Lenox, Newport, 
Tuexedo, etc. In addition, there are 
a great 
number 
of 
potential Nev 
Yorkers, 
who 
have 
their 
genuine 
residences in Westchester, Northern 
New Jersey,, Long 
Island, 
etc., and 
come every day to the city. 
All of 
these classes escape the tax gatherer 
when lie is on the lookout 
for per­ 
sonal property. 
Their 
real 
estate 
there, of course, has 
to 
pay its as­ 
sessments. 
What the result of this new' effort 
to lay a tax upon the nimble dollar 
will be is very doubtful.

The point I would empha­ 
size most is either have the manure 
produced in the fields that can be 
cultivated or in barns or sheds where 
it can be saved.

Commercial Fertilizer. 
I would not have any one construe 
from what I have said that I think 
there is no place for tho commercial 
fertilizer. I think this kind of fertiliz­ 
er is all right if properly used, and 
will discuss its use in a later article. 
I However, no man should think of be­ 
ginning to use commercial fertilizer 
until lie has made the best possible 
use of all the barnyard manure he 
can produce.

I visited an­ 
other man for the purpose of planning 
a hog rotation. The first thing ha 
told me was that he thought he had 
a farm especially adapted 
to 
hog 
raising because of a 
certain 
wood 
pasture in which there was plenty of 
fresh water. 
He had 
been 
raising 
hogs for years, but the fertility of his 
farm had steadily declined. 
It had 
not occurred to him that all the fer­ 
tility produced by the hogs was lost 
to his farm just the same as if he 
had sold his corn. This wood pasture 
was the most expensive bit of land 
he possessed; it was always receiv­ 
ing and was not capable of producing 
but very little. 
I visited yet another man who was, 
so lie said, keeping dairy cows to 
build up the fertility of his soil. The 
barn was cleaned out dei Iv bv throw­ 
ing the manure through the windows 
on the sides of the barn under the 
eaves. 
The barn stood in a hillside 
and every rain washed out the val­ 
uable constituents of the manure and 
started them to the Gulf of Mexico. 
I believe we 
are 
careless 
with 
manure because we do 
not 
realize 
its value. 
From TO to 90% of the 
fertilizing value of a crop is left after 
passing through the animal. 
lf we consider the amount of forti-j 
lizer 
as 
nitrogen 
phosphorus 
and j 
potassium found in the manure of our | 
live stock worth no more than the 
same amount of these 
elements 
as 
sold in commercial 
fertilizers 
we 
find that the value of the manure pro­ 
duced annually 
by 
each 
thousand 
pounds of horse stock to be worth 
$25. 
For each thousand pounds of 
cattle, $32. For each thousand pounds 
of sheep $25, and for each thousand 
pounds of hogs kept, $62. 
If we were to get all these elements 
thus produced, they would in reality 
bp worth twice the 
same 
amount 
bought in commercial fertilizer, be­ 
cause of the humus in which they 
are found. 
This humus has a me­ 
chanical effect almost or quite equal 
to the 
value of commercial fertiliz­ 
er. 
The great trouble is as suggested 
in the beginning of this article, com­ 
paratively 
small 
amounts 
of 
the 
stock manures are saved in the first 
place and those that are saved are 
handled in such a way that usually 
one-half of their value is lost. 
Crop gains to the value of $2.50 per 
ton have been secured from well pre­ 
served barnyard manure, but 50% of 
its value is lost by leaching and un­ 
necessary fermentation.
